THE NEEDHAM DEBATING

This truth is folly real- 
ized by those students who have 
devoted a 'proper proportion of 
their time to debate, 1 and few, if 
any, regret the time thus spent. 
The faculty/of’ the Law Depart- 
ment' all urge upon students the 
importance of debate.
